Blanco took away with him all rolling stock that could be used in 
transporting troops.

General Villa's troops arc reported a few miles north of Mexi- 


co City and officials here think a joint occupation of 
the capital 


with tho ZapaU forces is likely, as there a a complete understand- 
ing between the two factions.

Rioting In Mexico City 


Mexico City, Nov. 24 (delayed)—Serious disorder occurred in 


he capital tonight when a mob gathered in front of the national 
lalace. Later they marched to stores where arms and ammunition 
ter* kept, battered down the doors and sacked the places of their 
ontents. There was much shooting but thus far, according to re- 
jorts, the casualties are few. 


The police were powerless as the few who remained to guard 


he city were stripped of their arms by the mob. 


Later in the evening a mob, which had been constantly grow- 


ing, broke up into smaller bodies and the looting of pawn shops 
and other establishments in various sections of the city was begun. 


The trouble began at six o'clock in the evening and. at a late 


hour stUl continued. All street car traffic was stopped except the 
led Cross service which was taking care of duad and wonnded 
brought in from the fighting around Taoubaya. 


At eight o'clock bodies of civilians and former federal soldiers 


were formed. They paraded the principal streets and marched to 
jolice headquarters and the Brazilian

Two fires, raging within three squares of each 


other between 5 and 6 o'clock Wednesday morn- 
ing, caused property loss in the North End of the city, 
conservatively estimated at $12,000. 


The first fire, reported in at 5:07 o'clock, prac- 


tically destroyed the fixtures and stock of Millard 
Moore's grocery store on Union street, in the rear of 
1235 Twelfth street, causing a property loss og $1, 
000, $600 of which is covered by insurance. Ap- 
pearances indicate that the fire started from a gas 
stove, but the proprietor claims that the stove was 
not lighted when he closed "Tuesday evening. 


Hotel Building Burns 


The second fire, alarm for which was turned in at 


5:13 o'clock, completely destroyed the two frame 
one-story buildings at 1152-1154 Tenth street, op- 
posite the N. &W. depot, owned by Mrs. Sarah S. 
Cook, of 1149 Eleventh, occupied by the Simpson ho- 
tel and restaurant, and badly damaged the two story 
.frame residence of Joseph Dill at 1158 Tenth street,
